The English Papers en the Cuban 
Situation. 


LONDON, Nov. 17.—The Times in a 
leading editorial says that if the 
Virginius affair had occurred during 
the ascendancy of democratic party, 
Cuba would doubtless have been 
immediately annexed. It draws a 
contrast between the conduct of the 
Spaniards in Cuba and the lenient 
treatment by the American govern- 
ment of foreign blockade runners 
during the rebellion. If England is 
called upon §to act in consequence 
of the execution of any of her own 
subjects, there is no reason why she 
should not acknowledge the inde- 
pendence of Cuba, especially if the 
act would check such outrages. It 
recommends the adoption of that 
line of policy by the United States.

There were but few visitors at the 
Executive Mansion to-day, nearly all 
of whom were admitted to an audience 
with the President. Secretary Fish, 
who brought his port folio of docu- 
ments on the Cuban question, was 
closeted with him for an hour, and 
explained the present state of the cor- 
respondence with the Spanish Gov- 


ernrment, which the President 
su uently said to the writer 
of this article, that it would 


now be improper to make pub- 
lic because only there were diplomat- 
ic usages and courtesies which it was 
necessary ,to observe pending the 
controversy, but in due time the re- 
sult would be announced. This 
Goverement had thus far acted on 
such facts as had reached it and was 
now engaged in collecting from all 
available sources further information 
concerning the capture of the Virgin- 
ius, and the particulars attending the 
revolting executions which followed 
event. 

It was desirable that all informa- 
tion should be of sucha character as 
would have no doubt whatever as to 
its reliability. The propriety of this 
cause was too evident to require ex- 
planation. The Government bein 
careful in what itis now doing an 
what it may hereafter do to act upon 
facts and not upon assumptions and 
unconfirmed reports, it was essential 
that we should be prepared to main- 
tain our position. he President 
said he had changed none of the views 
heretofore expressed by him, con- 
cerning events in Cuba, but had more 
than ever been confirmed in them b 
recent occurrences. He sh 
with the public their denuncia- 
tion of the capture, on the high seas 
of a vessel sailing with a regular 
clearance under the United States 
flag, and the startling events which 
80 ory followed. Spain never 
having considered the Island of Cuba 
in a state of war, and there being no 
proclamation by the United States, 
according belligerent rights to 
the insurgents, the Virginius had 
regularly cleared for the Island of 
Cuba,and hada right to enter Havana 
or any other open port of tlie Spanish 

ions. This government did 
not recognize any right on the part 
of Spain, in the present state of af- 
fairs, to interfere in any manner with 
our merchant ships upon the seas, 
except in the usual right in her own 
ports and within one marine league 
of the coast of any of her dominions, 
and of this she is aware. Asa matter 
of course, it is the determination of 
this Government to protect her citi- 
zens inall their rights,and to compel 
respect to the flag. The present na- 
val pre tions were with this view; 
not to initiate war by the President, 
that power being vested in Congress, 
but to be prepared for all possible con- 
tingencies. Congress would meet 
two weeks from to-day, when every- 
thing in possession of the Executive 
Department,relative to Cuban affairs, 
would be lade before thatbody, with 
such recommendations as the occa- 
sion may demand. To-morrow, he 
said, he would commence the pre- 
paration of his message, but would 
defer that part relating to Cuban af- 
fairs until within a day or two after 
the meeting of Congress, desiring 
first to obtain all possible information 
upon the subject. 

During the brief conversation, the 
President said he should, in his mes- 
sage, again recommend legislation on 
Utah aftairs, in order to relieve judi- 
cial matters in that territory from the 

resent embarrassment. e would, 

n calling attention to financial sub- 
jects, submita plan, not yet fully ma- 
tured, rendering the currency more 
flexible and preventing it, if possi- 
ble, from being used, as recently, for 
gambling purposes. 

On being asked as to the choi ce of a

commenced, will, under the guidance 
of a spirit no less prudént than patri- 


| otic, issue in measures conducive to 


the best interests of the State and the 
prosperity of the people. 

Numerous as are the providential 
blessings, which demand our grate- 
ful acknowledgments, our devout 

ratitude is due to theSupreme Being 
or having graciously continued to 
the people of onr State, through the 
vicissitudes of another year, the in- 
valuable blessings of health, peace 
and plenty. Seldom have our people 
been 80 generously exempted 
from the ravages of any con- 
tagious sickness or the labors 
ofthe husbandman more amply re- 
warded. We have not been visited 
with the alarming pestilence which 
as so fatally afflicted our brethren 
in some other sections of our Union. 

Peace reigns within our borders, 
and individual happiness rewards 
the private virtue, industry and en- 
terprise of our citizens, showing the 
most gratifying state of affairs, and 
testifying an advance in the improve- 
ments of social, and the securities of 
political life. 

The eight amendments to our State 
Constitution, which were at 
the last session of the Legislature, 
were accepted by the people of the 
State at the polls on the first 
Thursday of 1 — last, it is believed 
although no official information of 
the fact has been received as yet. This 
shows with what ease and facility 
the people can quietly and safely 
alterand amend their fundamental 
and ongante law, according to their 
own will and pleasure, without cre- 
ating any confusion or derangement 
in any department of the govern- 
ment. * * * * 

Coming from all parts of the State 
at this interesting period, you must 
be possessed of a knowledge of the sen- 
~~. and wishes of your constitu- 
ents. 

Among the subjects which will 
claim your immediate attention and 
action ,is that in regard to our financial 
affairs. Our State Ttreasury is not 
free from embarrassment, and if the 
application which is now pending 
for an — ＋— to order and enjoin 
our Pyblic Treasurer not to pay any 
money out of the Treasury until cer- 
tain specitic claims against the State 
shall be first paid, should besuccessful, 
it will require the exercise of wisdom 
and statesmanship to relieve the 
Treasury from the extraordinary 
difficulties which surround it. 

Without the employment of prompt 
and practical means, the ordinary 
operations of our State government 
will be greatly embarrassed, and our 
charitable institutions and the peni- 
tentiary will soon suffer for necessa- 


ry — 
The late monetary panic through- 
out the country was brought about 


by the operation of events and causes 
which were not generally foreseen or 
understood ; and therefore it inflicted 
much injury upon our farming inter- 
ests, and which of course affected 
other interests, as their prosperit 

must depend upon that of agricul- 
ture. 

The present financial embarrass- 
ment of a large and respectable por- 
tion of our people seems to be such 
as to need some practical assistance, 
if any feasible, safe, and constitution- 
can be employed for their 
relief. 

There is another important subject 
for your consideration in connection 
with the financial condition of the 
State. Her interests and honor have 
been placed by your constituents for 
the time being in yourcare. * * * 

If North Carolina is behind some 
of her sister States in manufacturing 
industries and improvements, let it 
not be truly said of her that she is 
behind them all in making any ef- 
forts to maintain and preserve bright 
and untarnished her honor and good 
nagne. Let us try to do somethin 
to prevent any such humiliation an 
shame. 

The do-nothing policy was con- 
demned by our Saviour, in the para- 
ble of the man to whom was given 
one talent and failed to improve it. 

After referring to the advantages of
